In the first place, stanch, powerful steam 
vessels have supplanted the old sailing 
ships in which Franklin and the earlier 
explorers attem pted to force their way 
throug h the heavy loe. In the itecoud place, 
no modern explorer thinks of setting out 
upon ft Journey without knowing Ixjyond 
a shadow of doubt that he has a base of 
supplies to fall back uprjn in case of ihhn I. 
He establishes these bases of supplies him­ 
self and does not trust 
U) others U> do it 
for him, which was the condition forced 
upon General Greely by the g overnment, 
who planned his expedition and who then 
failed to establish the supply stations as 
ag reed upon. 
M odero F o lar Research. 
In the fourth place, m odern sledg ing 
m ethixis have m ade it posslbJe for a party 
th a t m ay have suffered the m isfortune of 
losing Its ship to travel a m uch g reater 
distanoe In escaping from the icy wastes 
th a n was form erly th o ug h t possible. 
An 
exam ple of this was found In the exjxfrl- 
enoeof Dr. N ansen and lÁ eutenant Johan 
sen, who left their ship and traveled HOO 
m iles l>efure they fell in with hum an fw- 
ing s ag ain or enjoywl the use of any fijod 
or articles of civilization save tho.se which 
they carried w ith them. 
Axctlc exploration In these tim es is not 
considered specially hazardous, and prob­ 
ably the world h a t setm the last of g reat 
disasters to expeditions in th a t field. 
As 
s m a tte r of fact, there have l>een but three 
g rea t trag edies In all the history of arctic 
exploration, tho ug h m ank ind has l>een en 
g ag ed in efforts to i>enetrate the polar 
rt^ io ns for m ore th an 
thre<i centuries. 
These were the disasters to F rank lin, to 
Greely and 
U) De Ixjng , and not one of 
thc-se trag edies Is at all likely Uj occur u n­ 
der the methixls now followed. 
From 
these three catastrophes has arisen the 
pfjpular notion th a t arctic exploration is 
exceeding ly dang erous. 
In fact, m any 
petjple th ink the m an who g oes into the 
polar zones is only adopting a slow and 
uncom fortable way of com m itting suicide. 
In the opinion of arctic experts the clos­ 
ing days of the nineteenth century are to 
witness the discovery of the north pole, 
achievem ent of the feat which m an has 
set us a task for himself and devoted his 
energ ies to for thn:e centuries.

reasonable doubt on every proposition 
that goes to make up the crime of 
murder. 
They must prove that defendant was

Co lo r P ho to gra phy . 
At a recent meeting of the Royal 
Photographic society iu London Profess­ 
or Gabriel Lippmau described his sys 
tem of color photography, whereby a 
photograph showing the colors of nature 
ia obtained by a direct process and with 
one exposure of the plate. 
The film, 
which might bo of any sensitiv e sub 
stauoe, he explained, was exposed, de 
v eloped aud fixed iu the usual way 
Two conditions, howev er, must be ob 
serv ed—the film must iu the first place 
be transparent and grain less aud in the 
•ecoud it must be iu contact with a me 
tallic mirror during exposure. 
The ef 
feet of the mirror, which was formed 
by running a layer of mercury iu be­ 
hind the plate, was to reflect back the 
incident colored rays aud thus mak e the 
incident light wav es stationary, 
lbese 
stationary v ibrations, falling in the in­ 
terior of the sensitiv e film, impressed 
their own structure upon it, autf by v ir­ 
tue of the structure thus imparted to it 
the brown deposit of silv er, when v iewed 
bv reflected white light,appeared clothed 
with the same colors as were possessed 
by t^o image iu tbe camera. The colors 
were produced by “ interference” iu the 
same way as those of tbe soap bubble 
or mother of pearl. That this was their 
cause, M. Lippmau said, was prov ed 
by the fuct that the tints of a negativ e 
changed if it were damped in conse­ 
quence of the gelatiu swelling slightly 
aud thus altering the structure of tho 
silv er deposit. 
The colors produced by 
this process were true and bright pro­ 
v ided that exposure aud dev elopment 
had been properly 
conducted. 
They 
were, moreov er, completely fixed aud 
resisted the action of light aud time. 
He had not yet succeeded in tak ing 
prints from his negativ es, but was con­ 
v inced that to do so would bo fouud 
possible.
